THE LOST BALLOON, 


No Intelligence Yet Keceived of the 
Whereabouts of the Pathfinder and 
Its Cargo. 

St. Louis, October 8.—The party which, 
under the direction of John Wise, jr., went 
a few days ago to explore the vast bottom 
lands of Macoupin county, Illinois, on the 
theory that the lost balloon was wrecked 
therein, returned to-day after a 
very wearisome work. They only suc- 
ceeded in proving beyond all question that 
all theories about the balloon landing 
this side of Springfield, Lllinois, are falla- 
cious. The circulars which were dropped 
form an almost straight line northeast 
through three counties, and the last of them 
were found north of the forest region of 
ecw county. The open and settled 
state of the country north of Springfield 
makes it quite certain that the balloon 
could not land in that region without being 
seen, and forces the conclusion that the tel- 
egraph operator on the shore of 
Lake Michigan, who thought 
he saw a balloon passing out 
over the lake at eleven o'clock Sunday 
night, was correct. The junior Wise refuses 
to believe that his grandfather has been 
killed, and holds to the theory that the bal- 
loon landed in Canadian woods remote from 
a telegraph station. The interested parties 
here are receiving scores of telegrams and 
letters from all parts of the country, telling 
of balloons that have been seen,but each re- 
port thus far has borne in itself the proof 
that the Pathfinder was not the object seen.
